The testing center does not inform the Honor Code Office, but it does keep a 
record of students caught cheating, Wood said. 
Kallunki said it is possible that a student could get caught cheating in several 
classes and not get reported to the Honor Code Office, but he said habitual 
cheating usually shows up. 


Most professors will give a failing grade to stu- 
. dents on the exam or paper they cheated on, but profes- 
sors can fail students for the entire class, Tanner said. 

_ Farrell Jensen, BYU professor of economics, said 
that when he catches a student cheating; he gives him 
or her a failing grade on the test and a stern lecture. He 
said he does not call the Honor Code Office. i 

J. Ward Moody, an assistant professor of physics 
and astronomy, said he has not had to deal with cheat- 
ing at BYU, but when he taught at Weber State he had 
some problems with students cheating. When he caught 


a student cheating he failed him or her on that test. 


If students feel they’ve been wronged, they can 
appeal the decision through the University’s grievance 
policy, Tanner said. 

Kallunki said professors need to better communi- 
cate with students what cheating is. 


“They need to warn students about when they can work together and when 


they can’t,” Kallunki said. 


Canada’s Liberals 


control election; 
NAFTA may suffer

TORONTO — The Liberals. van- 
quished their rivals with a landslide 
election victory, but.the strength of 
their win won’t make Canada’s strug- 
gle for renewal any easier. 

The first stage of Liberal leader Jean 
Chretien’s plan has been accom- 
plished. The Conservatives are gone, 
reduced to just two seats in the 295- 
seat House of Commons. 

Chretien will also have to consider 
his vow to renegotiate Canada’s free 
trade deal with the United States and 
the mutilateral deal that also includes 
Mexico, though the three-way North 
American Free Trade Agreement is 
scheduled to supersede the U.S.- 
Canada accord on Jan. 1. That is if he 
can persuade the United States to 
reopen negotiations. 

Now Chretien takes on tougher 
tasks: attacking 11.2 percent unem- 
ployment, getting a runaway budget 
under control, dealing with a spiraling 
debt that is eating away revenues, 
finding an alternative to a hated 
national sales tax and coming to terms 
with Quebec. 

Deputy Liberal leader Sheila Copps 
said Tuesday the new government 
will take power within two weeks and 
move immediately on a promised 
$4.5 billion job-creation program.

As some department heads scramble 
to downsize class requirements and fit 
within the 60 credit-hour limit that 
President Rex Lee proposed in 
August, worries are surfacing that the 
quality and reputation of programs 
may be compromised. 

President Lee, in his August propos- 
al of “timely graduation” suggested 
that some of the impediments to grad- 
uate within four. years are of the facul- 


ty and administration’s making, not’ 


the students’. 

“T would like to shorten the distance 
between what we call a four-year 
degree, and the six years it takes to 
get that degree,” President Lee said. 

“We are asking every academic pro- 
gram to limit its major requirement to 
60 hours or bear the heavy burden of 
showing that there is a compelling 
reason for an exception,” President 
Lee said. 

Losing accreditation would be a 
viable justification — cutting the 
quality of a program is not, said Brent 
Harker, associate director of BYU 
Public Communications. 

“With some departments, there will 
be a lot of concerns,” Harker said: 

“We might lose some prestige and 
reputation in our degrees; it depends 
on how well we can manipulate class- 
es to keep most of the program 
intact,” said Robert Barrett, chair of

“Tt is not President Lee’s attempt to 
make departments lose accreditation,” 
said Harker, who added that President 
Lee is exerting strong leadership with 
this issue. 

BYU’s engineering programs are 
also accredited and heavy on credit- 
hour requirements, but the college has 
managed to satisfy the administration 
without losing its accreditation or sac- 
rificing the quality of its degrees, said 
John Kunzler, associate dean of the 
College of Engineering and 
Technology. 

“We are at the limit now, and can’t 
cut anymore classes without cutting 
quality,” Kunzler said. 

The college may have to phase out 
the largest engineering emphases, or 
call them five-year programs. 

Kunzler said he is very supportive 
of President Lee’s efforts to expedite

Clinton proposes $10 billion in cuts 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton proposed a major overhaul of govern- 
ment buying Tuesday, requiring that the Pentagon and other agencies order 
items off the shelf when possible rather than custom-made, super-expensive 
versions. 

Clinton also proposed a $10 billion package of new spending cuts and other 
cost-saving moves. 

“We can and will run a government that works better and costs less,” the pres- 
ident said at the White House. 

“No more specially constructed cigarette ash trays,” said Rep. John Conyers, 
D-Mich. 

He was referring to the nine pages of specifications issued by the General 
Services Administration earlier this year for glass ashtrays to be used in gov- 
ernment buildings. : 

Clinton said: “Procurement waste is costing the taxpayers tens of billions of 
dollars and it has to stop.” He said he hoped some of the savings could be chan- 
neled into anti-crime programs. 

The government buys $200 billion in goods and services each year, 75 per- 
cent by the Pentagon. 


Gunmen in control as embargo hits hard 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti — Gun-toting men barged past waiting motorists 
td-commandeer dwindling gasoline supplies Tuesday, as a global oil embargo 
aimed at restoring democracy squeezed Haiti harder. 

Parliament was again unable to muster a quorum to pass laws that could end 
the crisis. Lt. Gen. Raoul Cedras, head of the military that toppled President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide in 1991, wants the parliament to grant an amnesty to 
those involved in murders since the coup. 

Many legislators are in hiding at home or abroad, afraid that anti-Aristide 
thugs will kill them if they appear in public. 

Political violence blamed on the ruling military, as well as the military’s 
intransigence, has hampered efforts to bring Aristide home under a U.N.-bro- 
kered accord signed in July. 


Bosnian government regains control 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Government forces said they regained 
control Tuesday from two renegade officers accused of turning large swaths of 
Sarajevo into fiefs of violent crime. 

One of the two officers surrendered Tuesday evening, and the army said it 
had the other surrounded. 

A televised statement from the government and army said Ramiz Delalic, 
known as Celo, had surrendered, and 25 civilian hostages were released 
unharmed. 

The other commander, Musan Topalovic, known as Caco, and an unspecified 
number of his supporters were surrounded in a building in the Old Town dis- 
trict, the statement said. 

‘The two commanders were expelled from the army Monday and ordered 
arrested on charges of organized crime. 

The statement said the army had regained control of the entire city, except for 
the building where Caco and his loyalists were held up. 


National Guard denied D.C. police role 


WASHINGTON — The Pentagon didn’t like the District of Columbia’s idea 
of enlisting National Guard troops as urban crime fighters — and it isn’t look- 
ing for any other new civil missions either. 

President Clinton on Monday turned down D.C. Mayor Sharon Pratt Kelly’s 
request that he give her the same power that governors have to call out the 
Guard. 

Clinton said he would support asking Congress to change the law to give her 
that authority, but in the meantime her idea of using the Guard for police work 
is dead. 

Kelly’s request highlights a broader debate now under way: Is it time to com- 
mit the Guard to new civil missions, and are citizen soldiers suited to law 
enforcement? 

The Defense Department thinks not, on both counts. 

“I would be concerned about it if it went beyond” the traditional role of the 
Guard as a backup to active-duty troops in wartime, a force to respond to civil 
disorder and natural disasters, and a supplement to counter-drug forces, said 
Deborah Lee, the assistant defense secretary for reserve affairs.

graduation, but believes there are 
other ways to help students graduate 
faster. These include making sure 
class requirements do not require 
more time than the credit hours 
assigned to them, providing financial 
assistance to students who would oth- 
erwise have to work and allowing 
more major classes to satisfy GE 
credit. 

The Music Department is also striv- 
ing to fulfill University guidelines and 
work with the 60-credit hour system 
that President Lee has outlined, said 
Glyn D. Barrus, chair of the depart- 
ment. 

Bringing degrees under 60 hours is 
not easy because of the music pro- 
gram’s uniqueness, he said. 

The Music Department is different 
than most areas of BYU because it is 
a professional program within a uni- 
versity, attempting to train quality 
performers, he said. 

“We do feel that we can fit into the 
liberal arts environment and still 
maintain the quality of music training 
in order for our students to be suc- 
cessful,” he said. 

The Music Department requires 74 
credit hours; a 14-credit-hour cut 
would be needed to meet University 
requirements. 

In cutting the program back, there is 
the concern of jeopardizing the quali- 
ty of a music degree while cooperat- 
ing with the University, Barrus said. 

“We are reducing (credit hours) 
very carefully — we don’t want to 
jeopardize the quality needed for stu- 
dents to be successful,” Barrus said.

One particular area of concern is 
music education. A balance of three 
entities — music, university and state 
requirements — make music educa- 
tion complex to deal with in timely 
graduation, he said. 

The Music Department is in the 
process of making proposals and 
refining the upcoming cutbacks, he 
said. 

“We intend to make entire credit 
expectancy ... 120 credit hours,” 
Barrus said. “This is certainly possi- 
ble to complete in eight semesters.” 


Student concerns have been that 
they want to make sure they’re get- 
ting a quality education, Barrus said. 

Barrett said one administrator told 
him to try his best to avoid cutting too 
many classes: “I wouldn’t want to be 
a student in your program if you cut 
too much,” the administrator told him. 

“Tt is a tremendous responsibility we 
have ... aS a university.... to make 
sure the balance of education is done 
so that all goals of the University are 
met and that students are successful 
upon graduation,” Barrus said.

BYU was recently ranked 295th out of 300 schools on the “most fun” list by 
Inside Edge magazine. And while some may say it’s a slap in the face to the 
nation’s largest private university, in reality it’s a testament to the standards

out fliers at the football game Saturday, which proves the BYU com- 
munity is active in Provo politics. 

On one side of the flier was printed the roster of the Cougar football 
team. On the other was a listing of all the campaign directors support- 
ing Stewart. Those listed included the former dean of General and 
Honors Education, Harold Miller, and A. LeGrand Richards, an assis- 
tant professor of Elementary Education. 

Perhaps the most notable BYU name, however, was that of BYUSA 
President Mike Lee. Mike and his new wife Sharon are listed as neigh- 
borhood campaign directors for the “University” neighborhood. Asked 
what that meant, Lee said, “Not a whole lot, to be honest. I told

about the race I advocate him.” 

Lee’s endorsement is notable because BYU students are infamous for 
their apathy with regard to the local political climate.

Program aims to help 
more freshmen graduate 
by encouraging friendship

Like most other universities, only 
half of those who enroll at BYU as 
freshmen reach graduation. Academic 
Living is trying to change that statis- 
tic with a program called Student 
Housing Initiative in Education 
(SHINE). 

The program tries to improve reten- 
tion through residence-centered learn- 
ing communities by creating class- 
rooms where the majority of students 
know each _ other, 
Hindmarsh, 
Academic. Living 
administrator. 

During fall semes- 
ter, participating 
students are 
enrolled in four 
classes, some of 
which they take at 
their on-campus 
dormitories: fresh- 
man English, histo- 
ry of civilization, 
American heritage 
and part one of the 
Book of Mormon 
class, he said. 

Enrollment is organized to include 
the same groups of students in each of 
the four different classes,. starting in 
English and ending with the history 
course. 


“Each English section has about 25° 


students. Two English classes: become 
a Book of Mormon class and two 
Book of Mormon classes become a 
history of civilization class,” 
Hindmarsh said. 

“There’s a built-in safety net. By the 
time you get into your bigger classes, 
you already know half of the stu- 
dents,” he said. 

“We had to do something to 
increase the odds for students to get 
through. Some places on campus you 
have to walk in and declare you’re a 
disaster before you’ll get help. This 
program is a freshman intake with 
elements of an outreach built in.” 

The program involves 222 men and 
women living at Helaman Halls dur- 
ing this school year, said Sharlene 
Palmer, SHINE secretary. 

The students were selected random- 
ly from about 270 applicants; she 
said.

Utah ghost towns 
add spice to season

A new “twist” to the celebration of 
Halloween would be to visit some of 
Utah’s so called ghost towns where 
the spirit of the pioneers is still pre- 
sent. 

There are some 150 ghost towns in

expecting to find per- 
fectly preserved build- 
ings, or treasures, you 
will probably be disap- 
pointed. Yet, for history buffs, pho- 
tographers and the adventurous at 
heart, there are many opportunities 
for imagination and fascinating wan- 
dering,” Clark said. 

The two closest ghost towns to 
Provo are in Mountainland and 
Panoramaland . 

In Mountainland, west of Utah Lake 
and 5 miles southeast of Cedar Fort 
on U.S. Highway 73 via Highway 68, 
you will find Fairfield. 

Fairfield was, according to Utah 
Travel Guide 1993, a “boom” town in 
the 1850 s when Johnson’s army was 
stationed at Camp Floyd to “keep an 
eye on the Mormons.” 

In 1859, Fairfield was the third 
largest community in Utah and the 
largest military installation in the U.S. 

Today, all that is left of Camp Floyd 
is a commissary building and a ceme- 
tery. Utah State Park Ranger Ben 
White said there are some “cemetery 
headstones with the inscription 
‘Killed by Indians.’” He also said the 
commissary building is closed due to 
restoration. : 

“The Pony Express Trail” is also at 
the Utah State Park where restored 
markers and stations are found from 
the days when the mail was transport- 
ed on this route. 

In Panoramaland, two mining towns 
named Eureka and Mammoth can be 
found. Eureka is located in Juab 
County, 45 miles southwest of Provo 
on U.S. Highway 6. 

According to the Utah Travel 
Council, Eureka was once one of the 
biggest and richest mining districts in 
Utah. The town was known as one of 
the quietest “boom” towns in the West 
with theatres and lodges. In 1890, a 
fiash flood destroyed the business dis- 
trict-and.in.1893. the.first major. fire 
broke out. The largest mine was 
closed in 1957.

Nathan Hall could 
play again if doctors 


say he’s not at risk 


Chances are slim, but still possible

With his wife and young son on one 
side, and a team doctor on the other, 
BYU linebacker Nathan Hall reaf- 
firmed at a press conference Tuesday 
he won’t be playing football for the 
Cougars — instead, he said, he is 
playing a waiting game. 

Changes have occurred since the 
The Daily Universe reported Tuesday 
morning that. Hall’s career was over, 
said team doctor. Darrell 
Stacey. “Things have 
evolved since what was 
said (Monday) night,” he 
said. 

Tuesday morning, Hall 
underwent more tests for 
his heart condition with 
Dr. Ron Asay, a cardiolo- 
gist at the Central Utah 
Medical Clinic in Provo. 
For now, there is a slim 
possibility that he could 
come back, depending 
upon the outcome of the 
tests, which could take 
weeks. 

“The door is open, if only a crack,” 
team doctor Darrell Stacey said. “Any 
speculation would be wrong at this 
time. We hope it’s not serious. We’re 
still waiting.” 

Hall, a senior, said if there is any 
risk whatsoever, he will not return to 
play. He said his first priority is with 
his family, which consists of his wife, 
Victoria, and his son, Shad, who is 
almost seven months old. “I’m wait- 
ing,” Hall said. “I like football, but I 
don’t love it.” 


Said Victoria Hall: “If it came down

to his decision, I know he would 
choose his family over football. We’re 
just waiting for an answer.” 

Not only does Hall have a heart con- 
dition, he also has diabetes. Also fig- 
uring in the decision is Hall’s family 
history. Three males in his extended 
family have died of heart complica- 
tions under the age of 22, he said. 

Dr. Stacey said before Hall would be 
cleared to return, he must evaluate the 
results of the tests, have Hall take 
appropriate precautions and find out 
how Hall feels. 

“He already has 
more risk than any other 
player with his dia- 
betes,” Dr. Stacey said. 
“Every time he goes on 
the field he is at greater 
risk. We just can’t take 
a risk with the history 
that runs in his family... 

“We're not putting 
pressure to get him back 
for a game,” he added. 
olhe. time 2: frame 
depends on how quickly 
they respond with test 
results.” 

Hall suffers from a heart arrhythmia 
— which is a fast heart beat from the 
upper chambers of heart. “We're not 
sure what’s causing that. now,” Stacey 
said, 

Before coming to- BYU, Hall 
received two different recommenda- 
tions from doctors about playing foot- 
ball — one yes, one no. But now, Hall 
said, he’s not going to take any 
chances. 

“If there is a chance of falling down 
durinig a game with a heart problem,” 
Hall said, “I won’t play.” 


Charlotte awarded 
new NEL franchise

ROSEMONT, Ill. — The NFL 
expanded into new territory Tuesday 
night, adding a team in Charlotte, 
N.C., that will begin play in 1995 as 
the Carolina Panthers. 

NFL commissioner Paul Tagliabue 
announced the.addition at the league’s 
expansion meeting. Another club is 
still to join the league, and Tagliabue 
said that decision will come Nov. 30. 

The four other cities in the running 
are St. Louis, Baltimore, Memphis, 
Tenn., and Jacksonville, Fla. 

Charlotte was a unanimous choice 
of the 28 owners, but only a three- 
quarters vote was necessary. It is the 
first team to join the NFL since the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers and Seattle 
Seahawks began play in 1976. 

The Panthers, the NFL’s 29th club, 
will be run by Jerry Richardson, an 
ex-Baltimore Colts wide receiver and 
owner of a chain of restaurants. The 
general manager will be Mike 
MacCormack, the former general 
manager of the Seattle Seahawks and 
a former player and coach with the 
Cleveland Browns. 

Of the four teams left in contention, 
St. Louis is considered the front-run- 
ner. 

The owners deferred action on nam- 
ing the second club Tuesday because 
the St. Louis ownership group led by 
Stan Kreinke was not named until 
Monday. The owners wanted more

NEW YORK — Dusty Baker, a 
rookie manager who led the San 
Francisco Giants to their most victo- 
ries since 1963 but just a second- 
place finish, was voted National 
League Manager of the Year on 
Tuesday. 

Baker received 15 first-place votes 
in balloting by the Baseball Writers 
Association, four more than Jim 
Fregosi of the NL champion 
Philadelphia Phillies, who got 11 
first-place votes and finished second. 

Baker got nine second-place votes 
and three thirds for 105 points. 
Managers receive five points for first, 
three for second and one for third. 

Fregosi got 11 seconds and four 
thirds for 92 points. Felipe Alou of 
the Montreal Expos and Bobby Cox 
of the NL West champion Atlanta 
Braves tied for third with 27 points 
each. 

Don Baylor, a rookie manager who 
took the expansion Colorado Rockies 
to a sixth-place finish in the NL West, 
received one third-place vote and one 
point. 

Baker, 44, was hired by the Giants’ 
new owners last Dec. 16 to replace 
Roger Craig. Baker had spent five 
seasons with the team as a coach, 
including the previous four as the hit- 
ting coach. 

The Giants led the NL West from 
May 11 to Sept. 11, when they were 
overtaken by the Braves. the teams 
fought down the stretch and the 
Giants lost on the season’s final day, 
when the Los Angeles Dodgers routed 
them 12-1. 

San Francisco became the first team 
to win 103 games and not finish first 
since the 1954 New York Yankees, 
who finished with eight fewer victo- 
ries than Cleveland. 

Baker was a player for nearly 16 
seasons with Atlanta, the Los Angeles 
dodgers, San Francisco and Oakland 
Athletics, finishing with a .278 career 
average, 242 homers and 1,013 RBIs. 
He played on three NL pennant win- 
ners with the Dodgers and was part of 
their World Series championship 
team in 1981. -

Boardman 8th nationally in punting

Alan Boardman, All-State kicker 
from Kanab and BYU’s starting 
punter, is currently ranked third in the 
WAC and eighth in the nation in 
punting. 

Boardman, freshman, has 43 punts 
for 1,879 yards, an average of 43.7- 
yards-per punt, and his longest punt in 
a game is a 61 yarder against Fresno 
State. In practice he has kicked an 80- 
yarder said Chris Pella, kicking coach 
and recruiting coordinator. 

His average’ and ranking have fluc- 
tuated this season due to a blocked 
and partially blocked punt against 
Hawaii. 

Boardman’s average has also been 
hurt by pooch punting Pella said. It is 
a high, short kick usually from the 
opponents 40-45-yard line and down- 
ing the ball within the 10-yard line. 
Boardman does an excellent job at 
pooch punting, Pella said. 

Kickers have a tendency to kick too 
much in practice, which can hurt their 
kicking legs, but it can pay off. 
Boardman’s good work habits landed 
him the starting punting job on the 
Cougar football team. 

He is a team-oriented player and is 
willing to help the other kickers,Pella 
said. He leads through his work habits 
and production. 

Boardman, however, doesn’t see 
himself in a leadership role. “I feel 
quite young on the team even though 
I start,” he said. 

He said he feels good about his per- 
formance so far and overall is happy 
about what he has accomplished so 
far this season. 

“Personally I only like punting three 
or four times a game because, hope- 
fully, the offense is doing well and 
the defense isn’t on the field,” 
Boardman said. 

Against Fresno St. he punted the 
ball five times, but only punted twice 
in the second half when the offense 
exploded.
